The  Roman. ladies  of  the  olden 
time  were  well  acquainted  wifdi 
many  cosmetics,  hair  dyes  and 
other  mysterious  apparatus  which 
we  are  apt  to  class  with  inedeim  in¬ 
ventions.  Till  the  time  of  the  de¬ 
cline  of  the  Empire,  taste  and  sim 
plicity  were  particularly  stifthed 
ont  when  the  fall  came,  lnxnry  and 
extravagance  were  running  into 
wild  extremes.  A  Roman  lady  was 
then  attended  by  a  number  of 
slaves  of  the  boudoir,  each  with  a 
special  duty  to  perform  in  connee- 
tn>n  with  the  toilet  of  their  mis¬ 
tress.  When  she  woke  ‘in  the 
morning,  the  thick  crust  formed  by 
the  paste  which*  had  been  applied 
to  her  face  the  day  before,  to  bring 
health  as  far,  at  least,  as  her 
cheeks,  was  remove^,  with  a  sponge. 
Then,  with  much  ceremony,  the 
female  hairdresser  was  introduced. 
She  combed  the  hair  and  curled  it 
with  a  hot  iron  ;  she  separated  the 
tresses,  and  tied  them  with  small 
bands,  and  ornamented  the  hair 
with  long  gold  and  silver  and  ivory 
pins  of  exoellesit  workmanship. 
The  hair  was  next  powdered  with 
gold  dust  and  sprinlded  with  per¬ 
fume.

strawberries.  Without  taking 
to  onqoire  why  the  fanner, 
of  all  others  should  have  an 
so  generally  has  no 
strawberries,  we  put  in  our  plea  for 
lia  family,  and  insist  that  he  shall 
provide  them  with  this  most  ex- 
/0«tlent  fruit — not  only  a  few 
luxury,  but  an  abundance.  There 
isjast  one  time  to  make  a  straw¬ 
berry  bed,  and  that  time  is  sow  \ 

Under  any  circumstances  a  straw¬ 
berry  plant  must  grow  a  season 
before  it  will  give  a  crop  ;  there  is 
no  way  in  which  plauts  may  be  set 
this  spring  and  give  fruit  the  same 
jseason.  If  any  ‘‘nursery  agent” 
pffers  such — dont  buy  them.  Much 
that  has  been  said  about  s^raw- 
^rry  culture  ha3  conveyed  the  im- 
jpressiou  that  it  is  a  great  deal  of 
.trouble ;  that  runners  have  to  be 
|cut  off  and  much  care  given  otheu- 
wise,  while  in  fact  it  is  no  more 
.trouble  to*  raise  strawberries,  than 
;it  is  to  grow  carrots.  But  the  cost  ? 

,1a  very  little — nothing  compared 
,  with  the  result  iu  frpit.  One  can 
begin  as  small  as  he  pleases ;  if  he

let  him  buy  enough  tor  a  start 
and  raise  his  own  plants.  It 
f  makes  no  difference  where  the  far- 
i  mer  may  be,  if  he  gets  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Aipriculturiet,  he  ean  have 
strawberry  plants — the  mail  brings 
both.  A  dozen  or  a  hundred  plants 
.  come  by  mad,  and  when  one  has 
even  but  a  dozen  plants,  his  straw¬ 
berry  future  jis  provided  for.  “It 
is  the  first  step  which  costs”  is  i 
;  proverb.  In  this  case  “it  is  the 
first  step  which  tells.”  While  we 
have  in  view  especially  the  family 
comfort,  it  may  be  well  bo  consider 
that  in  most  localities  enough  ber¬ 
ries  can  be  sold  from  the  first  crop 
to  pay  for  the  whole  outlay — only 
don’t  sell  and  let  the  family  go 
without,  but  have  enough  for  both, 
demands. 

HOW  MANY  SHALL  I  PLANT  ?  will 
be  one  of  the  first  questions  to  de¬ 
cide.  An  ordinary  family  should 
have  at  least  200  plants,  and  gener¬ 
ally  400  will  not  be  found  too  many 
ii  the  fruit  is  used  freely.  It  is 
better  to  provide  for  an  abundance. 

WifAT  kinds  ?— If  restricted  to 
one  ^iqd,  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying,  Charles  Downing.  If  there 
are  successful  strawberry  growers 
in  the  yiainity,  find  what  doe®  best 
with  them  end  plant  the  same  kind. 

Bat  wq  do|  not  advise  planting  all 
of  one  kind.  If  400  plants  are  set 
there  n}^  safely  be  four  kinds. 

Cfe^rles  Downing,  Monarch  of  th& 

West,  Champion,  and  SharplesB, 

'^uquld  be  a  good  selection,  but  it 
may  be  varied  and  not  go  amiss. 

How  to  Plant. — Select  a  good 
bit  of  soik  all  the  better  if  it  was 
in  potatoes  last  year,  and'  if  prac¬ 
ticable  wAhin  sight  of  the  house, 
aqd  prepare  it  just  as  you  would 
tor  a  good  crop  of  cabbages  ;  this 
paeans  aa  abundance  of  the  beet 
manure  well  worked  in.  Mark  out 

rows  two  feet  apart,  three  if  a  _ 

cultivator  is  tt>  be  used,  and  set  the 

plants  one  foot  apart  in  the  rbw,  ioa*  ««»  koo««  *nr 
using  a  trowel  to  open  the  ground, 
and  when  the  plant  is  pat  in,  crowd 
the  soil  down  firmly  over  th*  roots 
with  both  hands.  Thereafter  run
